Sri Ramesh Babaji Maharaj 

I am just thinking about how to begin or complete the description of 
the astonishing radiance of the most learned, effulgent character of the 
revered Babaji - the treasure of excellent virtues, an ocean of mercy, who 
received the Divine Couple personified, an excellent spiritual mentor 
possessing distinct grandeur; my dull-witted mind becomes quite numb 
in this regard. 

vidhi hari har kavi kovid bani, kahat sadhu mahima sakuchani 

so mo sana kahi jata na kaise, saka banik mani guna gana jaise 
(RCM Bal. 3) 

The objective of describing his divine character is for my own 
purification as well as attempting for the welfare of the people. 

The scholarly readers are informed that this article will only be able 
to give the symbolic introduction to the highly revered Baba Sri. How can 
a biography of this exalted personality, endowed with all virtues, be the 
subject of writing or speaking? 

“karni karuna sindhu ki mukha kahata na avai” 

One without internal purity has no capacity to actually comprehend 
the genuine character of this accomplished saint; so to write about it is 
very difficult. Nevertheless, countless people keenly desire to hear about 
the nectarean narration of the life of this transcendentally famous super 
human. Shamelessly, an attempt will be made to describe this universal 
great character in words. 

He endowed Prayaga, the king of pilgrimage places, with the good 
fortune as his birth- site. Being the only son to his parents was a recipient 
of very special parental affection. 

The primary cause of his manifestation was a specific plan of the 
Lord. When the divine couple - Sri Baladeva Prasad Sukla [renowned as 
Sukla Bhagavan] and Srimati Hemeévari Devi did not have an offspring 
for some time, they went to Tarkesvara Mahadeva near Kolkata and 


distressfully prayed for a child. This resulted in the incarnation of a 
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precious daughter Sri Tarkeshwari devi [didi] - on the seventh day of 
pausha month in the Indian calendar year -1930. 

Later the couple was concerned with the desire to beget a son. With 
this goal, they went on a difficult pilgrimage and reached Ramesvara. 
While fasting from food and water, engrossed them-selves in worshiping 
Lord Siva. They performed a great sacrifice [yajfia] with a desire to get a 
son. Lord Ramesvara, who is easily pleased, was delighted and 
reciprocated with this severe worship. On the third night, He gave the 
boon to Hemeévari devi to have a son. Because of worshiping Siva, she 
gave birth to an amazing son at 12:00 noon in the Abhijit muhurta on the 
seventh day of Krsna paksa, pausha month, in 1938. His father, Baladeva 
Prasada was a very great, renowned teacher of astrology, and just looking 
at the forehead of this astonishing child, said, “This child will never marry 
and will become a devoted celibate. He has appeared strictly for the 
purpose of salvation of the human race.” That is what happened. Teacher 
and pupil- following the tradition went for learning and studying, but in 
a very short time the study was completed. 

alpa kal vidhya bahu payi 

Speedily, he became a master. With his study, he only wanted to give 
credit to teachers; they were his instructors. Expert in all fields, this genius 
surprised even the great music maestros with his expertise in the fine arts 
of singing and playing musical instruments. Even Prayagaraja could 
cherish the presence of this ‘tirthi kurvanti tirthani,’ one who causes a 
place to become a place of pilgrimage - an extra ordinary grandeur 
endowed with inconceivable powers within a short time. 

To fulfill the mission of his incarnation, twice he ran away from his 
native land to go to Braja, but the hold of his mother was so strong that 
he could not succeed. Now, on the third attempt, beyond the level of the 
senses, in one move, like uprooting grass, he relinquished everything and 
once again progressed towards Braja unimpeded. 

He wandered around the inhabited forests of Chitrakoot, abandoning 
any concern for life. This was the residential forest region for Lord Shri 


Rama, the jewel of the Sun dynasty, and also became the residence of Shri 
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Ramesh Baba Ji. He wandered fearlessly in these dangerous forests with 
every possibility of attack from the cruel and ferocious animals with the 
spirit and mood of 'sa rakshita rakshati yo hi garbhe’ [one who protected 
me even in embryo will always protect me]. 

With thirsty eyes and devoted heart, longing to see and obtain the 
adorable, worshipped the Supreme Lord, the lotus feet of Shri Ramesh 
Baba Ji kept moving towards Sri dhama Barsana [Radharani's abode] till 
he finally arrived. On the way he faced so many extra ordinary heart- 
rending situations. Although the collective narration of these events on 
the way is captivating, inspiring and excellent, to discuss these ventures 
in detail is only possible via a separate book; here it is only briefly 
discussed. 

After coming to Barsana, his body, mind, and vision focused in a 
spiritual direction. With Shriji's blessings, he became the disciple of the 
publisher of such a profound book as “Mahavani,’ the most infinitely 
opulent ‘Shri Priya Sharanji Maharaja’, who was constantly absorbed in 
the nectarean ocean of Radharani's sweet essence, and protected by Her; 
whose mind, adored and illuminated by the bright and radiant splendour 
of the fair Radharani, always revolved around the blissful divine couple. 

In Braja-Bhamini [Radharani]'s birth place Barsana - a small gahvar 
garden was created by Radharani's own hands. 

In Gahvarvana - the most favourite resting and cajoling place 
pleasing to the mind of proud [Manini] Radharani was ‘Sri Maan Mandir’ 
where the honourable Shri Baba Ji felt most comfortable. Maan Gadh is 
one great summit out of the four peaks of Brahmachal Mountain. In those 
days, because of inherent dreadful danger, no would even enter the 
courtyard of the temple. Thieves used the principal inner area of the 
temple to hide stolen goods. How can the thieves cause fear in the mind 
of this super human Shri Baba Ji - who was engaged in worshiping the 
greatest thief of all - Lord Krishna? 

He was fearless because of his emotions, ‘taskaranam pataye namah’ 
a respectful greeting to the true leader of thieves, who is the thief of the 


‘mud’ of sins as well as the thief of money. We should adore, even the 
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thief, if he is Brajabasi [resident of Braja]. Shri Baba Ji, with this emotion 
and perception, being good will ambassador, has never looked upon even 
an aggressive person with hostility or enmity. His surcharged presence 
and divine spiritual character gradually awakened this place. 

In his divine life, he always engaged innumerable souls in the welfare 
of the world and the path of spiritual advancement; he still continues to 
this day. 

After Shriman Caitanyadeva [He was the Supreme Person who 
caused a nectarean river flow of the divine name of the Lord, destroying 
the impurities of Kali-yuga], Shri Baba Ji expended continuoue efforts in 
the ‘nama-sankirtan’ - chanting the holy name of the Supreme Lord in 
congregation; the holy name of the Supreme Lord resounds again and 
again in 32, 000 villages via the medium of 'prabhat feri' [congregational 
chanting of the holy name at dawn while dancing in streets]. 

He protected the divine forests, lakes, and mountains associated with 
Lord Sri Krsna's pastimes, and not so long ago, nicely decorated and 
beautified them by planting thousands of trees. Let me remind you that 
in the year 2009, during 'Radharani Braja yatra’ —- Shri Baba Ji himself, 
along with other Brajabasis, went on a hunger strike till death. With 
strong determination, he fasted from even water until the government 
halted the blasting of the holy mountains of Braja, for the purpose of 
excavation, that were associated with Krishna's pastimes. 

Throughout, Braja-pilgrims also faithfully joined the hunger strike 
and started dancing and chanting the holy names of the Lord in 
congregation. The dancing and chanting continued enthusiastically and 
it was only the result of unflinching faith in the name of the Supreme that 
only after twelve hours, the news of victory was delivered. The 
government bowed down in defeat against the extra-ordinary power of 
this celestial personality. 

Ten years ago, to protect the cows, he founded the 'Mataji Gosala’ 
[building to keep and maintain cows]. In no time, that seed has sprouted 
in the form ofa giant tree. In the shadow and protection of that tree, forty- 


five thousand cows are nourished and maintained well respected and 
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treated as mothers. For this great personality, who always avoids any 
collection or acceptance, his only wealth and property is the divine 
powerful name of the Supreme Lord. 

Even though he has been greatly unattached to worldly objects and 
worldly affairs, he effected and accomplished some herculean tasks. The 
only liberator, guardian, saviour, and protector of Vraja-culture had 
taken a vow sixty four years ago of ‘kshetra-sanyas (not to leave the Vraja 
and go out)’ for Vraja and he has been staying steadfastly and splendidly 
for last 64 years in Vraja. The whole essence of his possessions has been 
Vraja, Vrajesh (Lord Shri Krishna and Shrimati Radharani), and 
Vrajavasi. Thousands have blossomed in good fortune of his viscinity 
who have exceptional and excellent experiences of Shri Baba Ji and who 
themselves had transcendental perceptions and realizations. This 
distinguished personality has fascinated and infatuated the hearts of 
discerning and judicious persons with extensive empire of emotions, 
lucid and beautiful reflections, and various considerations. In fact, such 
personality is accessible to only those who have grace of Lord Shri 
Krishna. It will not be an exaggeration to state that at which level of 
bottomless ocean of essence and elegance, he can easily relish, other 
knowers of the essence cannot even enter. 

One cannot fathom his internal thoughts and considerations judging 
from his outward simplicity and natural state of disposition. His intimate 
joy derived from pastimes of divine couple, his inner emotions and 
disposition, state of happiness derived from association with divine 
couple, etc. can be only conjectured from reading his astonishing 
compositions. His incomparable compositions like ‘Shree rasiya 
Raseshvari’, “Svar bansi ke shabda noopura ke’, ‘Vrajabhaavamaalika’, 
‘Bhaktadvaya charitra’ etc. are so sentimental, emotional and heart- 
melting. 

His enlightening association and discourses incessantly continue 
three times a day. For sadhus, aspirants and accomplished devotees alike, 
his elegant and tasteful discourses provide uplifting and sublimating 


knowledge. His divine life style scented with the fragrance of humility 
fe) 
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became center of attraction for very many pure devotees greedy of 
spiritual relish. Hundreds of aspirants have left their homes and even 
today are refugees under his protection. Occurrence of such grandeur and 
fragrance is naturally very astonishing. 

Succession of essence and elegance accomplished saints in land of 
Vraja is never broken or severed. Radharani’s this small Gahvar garden 
too is never without flowers; the hot season or the cold season, autumn 
or rain, one will at least find one blossomed flower for offering in worship 
of the worshipped and adored deity. Even today world is delivering the 
auspicious recitation of this immortal, the most beautiful, the most 
virtuous and the most important and outstanding flower — Shri Baba Ji. 
For limitless favors and kindness, incessant reverential homage and 
perpetual bows are not enough. 

I pray to this incarnated love and affection personified super-human 
to give us enough strength to follow his lotus feet. 

I bow down respectfully again and again to supremely pure dust 


particle of the lotus feet showering supreme love. 
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Devotee doesn't like comforts and luxuries 
Jab se tere charno mein, man apna jara lagaya 
Phiki par gayi sari duniya, jismein raha lubhaya 
Lord’s devotee doesn't rejoice with worldly comforts 
and luxuries. If you keep fish in milk, it will die. It will 
survive only in water. Similarly, Krishna devotee if kept 
amidst mundane sources of worldly pleasure will die. 
Those who desire to possess, consume and enjoy worldly 
things and happiness implies that their mind lies not 
within Bhagavan (God). 
Rama bilasu Ram anuragi 


Tajat baman jimi jan barbhagi 
(R.C.M. Ayod. 324) 
One who loves Bhagavan, leaves the luxuries of Rama 


or the opulence of Lakshmi just like a person who doesn't 
see his own vomit. One who consumes his own vomiting is 
certainly a dog, not a devotee. Only a dog licks his own 
vomit. 

There has been a devotee by the name of Pundarika. 
His wife was also a devotee. They sustained their life 
through begging. Even though the king tried a lot to give 
them somethings but they didn't accept anything. 

At last, the king said, ‘Please come to ask for alms at our 
doorstep.’ When Pundarika went there begging then as per 
the instructions of the king, the queen mixed precious 
stones and jewels with rice grains. He came back after 


collecting them. One day queen instructed king, ‘Go and 
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see, by now there must be great wealth accumulated at 
their place, because I have been mixing gems and pearls 
with his alms everyday.’ King went at his hut and saw that 
he was residing as before in poverty. He inquired, ‘Do you 
get alms nicely or not?' He said, 'O king! Nowadays I beget 
grains mixed with shingles and stones. My wife throws 
away those useless particles from the useful grains.’ King 
saw that those precious gems and stones that were mixed 
by queen were lying in the garbage. 

This is called a devotee. One who considers precious 
gems and pearls not even as leftovers before the divine 


pleasure of Gopal ji. 


No friend is mine in this world 

Every human does this mistake; attaches oneself in this 
world due to which moves far away from the Supreme 
Lord. While it is true that no one belongs to us in this 
world. Think and then understand that every single living 
entity comes alone and has to leave alone. Even if you are 
the conquerer of the whole world then also you will go 
alone. You may possess millions of soldiers but no one can 
help. If the king has pain in stomach then no soldier can 
share that pain. Neither his wife nor his son or daughter. 
Think and question who belongs to you in this world? Just 
out of ignorance, we think that world belongs to us. For 
this simple reason alone, we stay away from the Lord. 

This is great wonder. Everyone sees that anyone who 


went, went alone. Whether it was our husband or wife or 
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mother or father. Everyone sees this but even then doesn't 
leave his/her attachment and affection. 
ekah prasiyate jantur eka eva praliyate 


eko'nubhunkte sukrtam eka eva ca duskrtam 
(SB 10.49.21) 
No matter how devoted the son is, Shravan Kumar was 


a great devotee of parents. He personally carried his 
parents on his back and went to all the holy places but even 
he couldn't share their pain. This is the rule of the law. 
Every entity has to bear pain-pleasure alone but even then 
no one realises the truth and becomes enlightened that 
only Bhagavan is ours. 

When one abandons his attachment and loves only 
Bhagavan then He personally becomes endowed and 
indebted. 

Bhagavan has Himself said- 

ye dardgdra-putrapta- prandn vittam imam param 

hitva mam saranam yatah katham tams tyaktum utsahe 
(SB 9.4.65) 
‘When you will leave the attachment to your wife, 


house, property, land, son-daughter, mother-father and 
your own life then I will never leave you.’ 

But human being saves one's attachment, cheats and 
tells at the face value externally that I am a devotee of 
Bhagavan but inside in the mind keeps duplicity. But 
Bhagavan is omnipresent and omniscient, knows 
everything that his affection resides in the world and 


therefore, He doesn't come to such a person. 
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Devotee is not a beggar of desires 

One should become a true devotee. One who is a beggar 
of desires, is greedy of wealth and material enjoyment, was 
never a devotee and never ever will he become so. One who 
is a devotee is never a beggar of name-fame, money, etc. A 
devotee has never ever been seen or heard to beg for the 
sake of desires till date. How can the beggars of desires 
possibly become devotees? Any human asks for alms 
everywhere for two reasons: 

i)Skin: One saw the beauty of some woman and fell for 
her, that is, became attracted. No matter how white is the 
skin, from inside it is filled with dirt and disgusting stool 
and urine. Man becomes a beggar for sex, bears the harsh 
words, ridicule and insult out of lust of lusty people so that 
for heaven's sake this sensual woman intoxicated with the 
beauty and lust of youth may simply glance over me just 
once. There exists huge hunger for sex, now tell how could 
possibly that person be a devotee? Never ever is this 
possible. S/he is a beggar and for whole life will keep on 
begging. 

ii)Money: One flatters and becomes a sycophant of a 
wealthy man. We beg from them by throwing out our 
hands open for some useless paper currency. Today we 
embrace such people full of desires. We run after rich 
persons so that he may give us something. Is this devotion ? 
No. This is certainly not devotion. This is simply pure 


business. We left home and came to Vrindavan to do 
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prayers unto the Lotus Feet but unfortunately got 
submerged in the ocean of hopes and desires. Now a rich 
man will come and shower his riches on us. The 
worshipper of sex and money has never ever become a 
devotee till date. It can never happen. He will always 
remain a beggar. 

We show off ourselves as devotees and then have hopes 
from lusty people that s/he will satisfy our desires. What a 
shame. We hope from such people who themselves are full 
of lust and hence beggars of lust and desires. We think, 
‘Such a respected rich man has come.’ Oh! Why respected? 
He himself is a big beggar. He has billions of rupees but still 
thinks how to multiply them and make trillions. Hence, he 
appears wealthy but is very very poor and poverty stricken. 
From such a big beggar to the core, we foolishly hope that 
he will donate us something. How can we become devotee? 
Simply by taking shelter of mundane human we ourselves 
destroy the palace of faith that rests on Bhagavan. Our faith 
on Bhagavan thus vanishes. 

Mor das kahai nar aasa 


Karai tau kahahu kaha bisvasa 
(R.C.M.Uttar.46) 
If we even look towards any woman or wealthy man 


with certain hopes and desires then our divine faith unto 
Bhagavan is destroyed. Devotion is destroyed. Why? Now 
you no more remain a devotee. We get involved in baiting 
to catch fish and birds. We become selfish. He is highly 


honoured opulent man and we can get great riches. She is 
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very beautiful woman and we can get unattained sexual 
experiences. 

Think what has your devotion become? 

Preeti riti bajari.' You remain no more than a 
marketeer, a businessman. Now you cannot dive deep into 
the ocean of devotion. Your life will remain submerged in 
the deep dark ocean of hopes. He came, he will give 
something. She came, she will smile and give sexual 
pleasure. Your whole life will get destroyed amidst such 
desires. That little devotion you begot out of mercy, that 


will also get destroyed forever due to this. 


Attachment is Offence 


Offence sticks to attachment. If there is no attachment 
then there shall remain no offence. Even if you are 
millionaire and billionaire and you are not attached to the 
opulence of wealth then you will never make an offence. 

Money is not an offense, attachment is. 

Woman is not an offence, attachment is. 

Family is not an offence, then what is offence? The 
attachment in the family, that is an offence. 

If there remains no attachment, the human beings 
become liberated. Bhagavan has Himself stated- 

tasmdd asaktah satatam kadryam karma samdchara 


asakto hyacharan karma param apnoti purushah 
(BG 3.19) 
‘Asakt' implies that do your duties, carry out your 


responsibilities without being attached. By performing 
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activities in such a way, one quickly attains the Supreme 
Personality of Bhagavan. 
We are far away off Bhagavan because we are 
completely attached unto house, family, wealth-opulence, 
wife, children and the list goes on. If you leave attachment, 


then you will attain Bhagavan. 


Do not worry after devoting to Hari 
After taking Lord's shelter one must not worry about 
anything. If anyone remains disturbed then one is not a 
devotee. Bhagavan has said in BhagavadGita- 


nirdvandvo nitya-sattva-stho niryoga-ksema adtmavan 
(BG 2.45) 
Do not even desire for maintenance. If one thinks of 


maintenance then it implies Bhagavan's shelter is not there. 
How to take refuge in Bhagavan? As instructed by 
Hanumanji- 
Sevak sut pati mat bharose 


Rahai asoch banai Prabhu pose 
(R.C.M.Kisk.3) 
Just like child in the lap is relying on his mother, he 


doesn't worry for his food or clothes; remains naked in 
winter, if mother covers then only takes it otherwise stays 
as it is. Similarly, servant (devotee) is that who stays 
carefree, relying only on his master. Such a devotee is dear 
to Bhagavan more than His own life. 

One who keeps hope from some human beings 
(mother-father, wife-husband, son-daughter, etc.) for 


himself, he is not Bhagavan's devotee because he doesn't 
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have faith in Bhagavan. Bhagavan himself has said that My 
devotee doesn't expect from any human being: 
Mor das kahai nar aasa 


Karai tau kahahu kaha bisvasa 
(R.C.M.Uttar. 46) 
If you love Bhagavan then don't think anything else. 


Leave all your maintenance, etc. on Bhagavan because one 
has to leave everything to make Bhagavan one's own. Just 
like Gopis surrendered: 
Nandlal so mero man manyo, kaha karaigo koya ri 
Hau to charan kamal laptani, jo bhave so hoya ri 
Jo mero yah lok jayego, aur parlok nasaya ri 
Nandnandan ko tou na chharu, milungi nishan bajaya ri 
Yah tan ghar bahurayo nahi, paiye vallabh vesh murar ri 
‘Paramanand’' swami ke upar, sarbas daro var ri 
What happened? They left everything but after leaving 
everything for Bhagavan they became so great that the 
creator of the world, Brahma also desired to have the dust 
of their feet and performed austerities: 
Shasti varsh sahasrani pura taptam maya tapah 


Bhaktya nand brajasrinam padrenu uplabdhaye 


(Vamana Purana) 


True Education 
Demon kids asked Prahlad, ' Prahlad! You were burnt 
in fire, thrown down from mountains, submerged in 
ocean, bitten by poisonous snakes, trampled down by 
gigantic elephants who catch the directions but you didn't 


die, what is that power within you? ' 
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Prahlad ji- ‘I have taken that education through which I 
have won over death. If anyone takes this education then 
he can also become free from death like me.’ 
Demon kids — 'What is that education, Prahlad? ' 
Prahlad said - 
pardvaresu bhitesu brahmanta-sthavarddisu 


bhautikesu vikaresu bhitesv atha mahatsu ca 
(SB 7.6.20) 
From Brahma to the blade of grass in every small-big 


living entities, in everything composed of the five material 
elements, in the three modes of material nature and in 
annihilation, in creation, learn to see Bhagavan alone. This 
is the topmost education. If some enemy comes then he is 
also Bhagavan, some friend comes he is also Bhagavan, a 
wicked came he is also Bhagavan. See Bhagavan in 
everyone. 

Bhagavan instructed Arjuna also to learn this lesson- 
suhrn-mitrary-udasina-madhyastha-dvesya-bandhusu 
sddhusv api ca padpesu sama-buddhir visisyate 

(BG 6.9) 
‘Arjuna! Learn this lesson. Consider honest well wisher, 


friend, enemy, the neutral, mediators, the envious, 
affectionate benefactor, the pious and the sinners with an 


equal mind.’ 


Determination to reside in Dham. 
Brajdham is attained by the mercy of Krishna, while 
residing here one should be engaged in prayers. 


Devotees have also said- 
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Vrindavan mein basat hi eto bado sujan 
Jugal chand ke bhajan bin nimish na dije jaan 

The intelligence for residing in this dham is that not 
even a second is wasted without prayers and remembrance. 
Even after staying here if we sleep for eight hours, lie down 
with laziness, talk uselessly, do discrimination, blaspheme 
othersand find faults then the loss is ours. The mercy 
received will be destroyed. Therefore embrace the mercy 
and utilise it in prayers of the Lordships twenty four hours. 
Great saints have said- 

Vrindavan sancho dhan bhaiya 
Kanak-kut kotik lagi tajiye, bhajiye kuvar kanahiya 
(Sri Vyas-vani) 

This dham is the real wealth. That which is kept locked 
in the locker is not real wealth, that is death. 

Therefore, dham is not attained by great gods like 
Brahma, Shiva, etc. If you are getting not one or two but 
trillions of mountains of gold and you are undisturbed 
then understand that one has some love towards dham. But 
people leave dham in little greediness. While the devotees 
have written that even if billions of desire stones are being 
given then also one must not go - 

Re man vrinda-vipin nihar 
Vipin-raj seema ke bahar Harihu ko na nihar 
Jadyapi mile koti chintamani tau na haath pasar 
Jai sri bhatt dhuli dhusar tan yah aasa ur dhar 
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Govind doesn't embrace ego 
Bhagavan blesses the humble. This is said by Naradji- 


Ishwarasyaapi abhiman dvesitvat dainyapriyatvaccha 
(N.B.S. 27) 
There is no greater envious than Bhagavan and there is 


no greater lover than Bhagavan. He envys ego and loves 
humility. Ravana, Hiranyakashipu, etc. no matter what one 
was, if he became egoistic then he didn't become dear to 
Bhagavan. Ravana had won over death but he was killed 
due to ego. His sons-grandsons all were killed before him. 
One doesn't know how many generations were killed. 

The austerities as performed by Hiranyakashipu was 
not performed by anyone nor can anyone perform such 
austerities. The stars in the sky started falling, ocean started 
boiling, the whole earth trembled, demigods ran away 
leaving aside their planets. He got such great powers 
through his austerities but he became intoxicated with his 
ego after getting such boon and when he personally envied 
the devotee, Prahlad then he was killed by Bhagavan. 

That's why one who wants to walk on the path of 
welfare must become humble, then one can attain 


Bhagavan's mercy and personal care. 


'Humble' is a True Devotee 
Becoming a devotee is very difficult and also very easy. 
Neither austerity is required nor yoga nor chanting; just 


become humble to become a devotee. Humble is one who 
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doesn't desire any honour. One who desires respect is 
egoistic, not humble. 
Maharaj Prithu has said - 
saty uttamasloka-gundnuvdade 
jugupsitam na stavayanti sabhyah 
(SB 4.15.23) 
One who gets this body worshipped despite having 


Bhagavan's glories is not a devotee. 
prabhavo hy atmanah stotram jugupsanty api visrutah 
hrimantah paramodarah paurusam va vigarhitam 


(SB 4.15.25) 
Just like a gentle person is afraid of infamity, similarly, 


one who envys one's appraisal, is a devotee and he is dear 
to Bhagavan more than His life. 
Sabahi manprad aapu amani 


Bharat pran sam mam te prani 
(R.C.M.Uttar. 38) 
We are not devotees, that's why we do not embrace our 


insult and infamity. 

Mira ji had sung- 

Rana ji mohi yah badnami lagai mithi 
Koi nindo koi bindo, main to chalungi chal anuthi 

This courage lies with Mira, to embrace one’s own 
criticisms. The same courage lies with devotees. 

Surdasji wrote- 

Sab kou kahat gulam Ram ko sunat siray hiyo 

My heart gets pacified when people address me as lord's 

servant. If you want to become devotee then learn these 


things. Today whole world craves for respect and honour. 
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People go there, eat there, sit there, speak there where they 
receive respect. Leave all this if you want to become a true 


devotee. 


Love relation is greater than all 
Bhagavan is attained neither by knowledge, nor yoga 
nor yajna nor austerities- 
Milahi na Raghupati binu anuraga 
Kiye jog tap gyan biraga 
(R.C.M.Uttar. 62) 
If you love Bhagavan then whether you are sinner or 


bully, your welfare is certain and if your love is not in 
Bhagavan then- 
So sukhu karamu dharamu jari jau 


Jahn na Ram pad pankaj bhau 
(R.C_M.Ayod.291) 
Burn those comforts-luxuries, activity and mundane 


religiosity in which there is no love for Bhagavan. 
This fact is being said by Surdasji that love relation with 
Bhagavan is the highest. 
Sabso unchi prem sagai 
This same thing has been said by Prahlad - 
na ddnam na tapo nejyd na saucam na vratani ca 


priyate 'malaya bhakty4é harir anyad vidambanam 
(SB 7.7.52) 
Bhagavan is pleased only by love; all other processes 


like donation, austerity, yajna, purity and gentle behaviour 
are show off if there is no love for Bhagavan. 


Govinda Swamiji has said - 
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Pritam prit hi te paiye 
jadyapi rup gun sil sugharta in batani na rijhaiye 
sat kul janam karam subh lacchan ved puran parhaiye 


‘Govind’ prabhu bina sneha suba lau rasna kaha nachaiye 


Bhagavan also gets sold 

Mirabai has said- 

Mai ri main to liyo govind mol 
Koi kahe halko koi kahe bharo, liyo ri taraju tol 

‘T have bought Krsna.’ 

Does Krsna also gets sold? 

Yes, Bhagavan also gets sold. 

He has Himself said- 

Tulsidal matren jalasya chullukena va 

Vikrinite svamatmanam bhaktebhyo bhaktavatsalah 

‘I get sold in the hands of devotees for a Tulsi leaf and a 
little water. Anyone can buy me.’ 

Devotee purchases Him who is omni-potent. Surrender 
everything and purchase Bhagavan. Unfortunately we 
people are sold to the gratification of senses, to laddoo- 
kachori, money-wealth! How can one possibly purchase 
Bhagavan who has sold himself for laddoo-kachori and 
stool-urine (sexual pleasure). Only that person can 
purchase Bhagavan who believes that this unlimited wealth 
and opulence belongs to Krishna. But people like us tie 
bundles of money, how can we purchase Bhagavan. We are 
ourselves sold to money-notes and sense gratification. We 


have become servant of few coins by ourselves. 
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Namdeva ji wrote- 
Baithiya priti majuri mange, jo kou chani chabavai 
Bhai bandhu sage sau torai, baithiya aapuhi aave 

Anyone can make Him do his work but His wage is 
only ‘love’. 

Bhagavan Himself said that to purchase Me, one has to 
break all worldly relations. 

ye dardgdra-putrapta- prandn vittam imam param 

hitva mam saranam yatah katham tams tyaktum utsahe 
(SB 9.4.65) 
Remove your mind from ‘dara’ wife, ‘aagaar' house, 


land-property, ‘putra’ son-daughter, ‘aapt’ mother-father, 
kins-relatives, ‘pran’ life-force, ‘vitta’ money, ‘imam’ 
worldly gratification, ‘param’ gratification of higher planets 
and keep affection only in Me. 
Janani janak bandhu sut dara 
Tanu dhanu bhavan suhrid parivara 
Sab kai mamta tag batori 


Mam pad manahi bandh bari dori 
(R.C.M.Sun. 48) 
Whether it is mother, father, son, daughter, wife or any 


other blood relation, if affection resides elsewhere then you 
will not be able to purchase Bhagavan. Be brave and 
surrender everything to purchase Bhagavan. Mira 
abandoned everything then she was able to purchase 
Bhagavan and made Him dance with her. 

Mere to girdhar gopal, dusro na koi 


Tat-mat-bhrat-bandhu, aapno na koi 
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True Devotion 

Miraji told her friends, “Why do you all get entrapped 
in this world? There is no happiness in this world. Worldly 
man becomes husband and dies one day. Embrace the 
immortal husband Bhagavan Syamsunder and _ stay 
married eternally.” 

Friends asked, “Can we attain Him? Parvati did great 
austerities then She got Siva.” 

Mira said, “Yes, if there is true devotion then one surely 
attains Him, not by false devotion that lies in worldly sense 
objects.” Therefore - 

Lagani lahanga pahir suhagin 

‘Attach yourself in such a manner that even if death 
comes then also you do not become detach from him. Just 
like I have attached myself.’ 

'T had to drink venom, snakes were sent to kill me, I was 
locked inside ghost house, poisonous bed was sent, in all 
these circumstances, my devotion and attachment to Lord 
didn't break.’ 

Therefore if you drape yourself with the cloth of true 
devotion then you will certainly attain Him. 

Jehi ke jehi par satya sanehu 


So tehi milai na kachu sandehu 
(R.C.M.Bal.249) 
Devotee Prahlad also had such devotion. He was burnt 


in fire, immersed in ocean, trampled by gigantic elephants; 


nothing could disturb his devotion. 
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The Greatest Wealth 
Prahlad ji said- 
yas ta dsisa dsdste na sa bhrtyah sa vai vanik 
(SB 7.10.4) 
One who performs devotion and in return expects 


money, sense gratification, and fulfilment of desires is not a 
devotee, he is a businessman. Therefore every person is 
required to hold Bhagavan, remain surrendered to 
Bhagavan, become a true devotee, do not become weak. 
Saint Kabir says- 
Kabira sab jag nirdhana dhanvanta nahi koye 
Dhanvanta soi janiye jake Ram nam dhan hoye 
Hey! One who holds on to money is not a rich, he is a 
great beggar. The greatest wealth is Lord but we hoard 
money even after becoming Sadhus. We are stuck in tastes, 
sense gratification then how can we get Bhagavan? 
Miraji said- 
Payo ji maine Ram ratan dhan payo 
When Bhagavan is true wealth then why do you hold 
on to money? He is not a devotee who holds money 


instead of Bhagavan. 


Devotees are greater than Bhagavan. 
Reverence to a devotee is even greater than having 
devotion for Bhagavan. Bhagavan said this in Bhagawatam 
that the worship of my devotee is greater than my worship. 
Mad-bhakta-pujabhyadhika 


(SB 11.19.21) 
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Tulsidas ji also said- 
More man prabhu us bisvasa 


Ram te adhik Ram kar dasa 
(R.C.M. Uttar.120) 
But this thing doesn't come in practice. 


Bhagavan said this in Adipurana also- 
Ye me bhaktajanah parth! Na me bhaktasca te janah 
Madbhaktasca ye bhakta mam bhaktastu te narah 

One who is devoted to Me is not a devotee. One who is 
the devotee of my devotees, he is my real devotee. 

Body of a devotee is also made up of five material 
elements. One can see bodily defects in his body. Someone 
is poor, someone is diseased, in such conditions if one does 
not think from material mind and does not discriminate 
with them then it is devotion. 

Shastivarsha sahasrani visnoraradhanam phalam 
sakrid vaishnava pujayam labhte natra sanshayah 

By worshipping devotees only once one can get fruits 
equivalent to worshipping Bhagavan for sixty thousand 
years. 

Bhagavan says this in Varah Puran- 
Mad-vandanat-shat gunam mad-bhaktasya tu vandanam 
Mat-kirtanat-shat gunam mad-bhaktasya tu kirtanam 
Mat-sevnat-shat gunam mad-bhaktasya tu sevanam 
Mad-bhojanat-shat gunam mad-bhaktasya tu bhojanam 

Worship of my devotee is hundred times greater than 
my worship. Appraisal of my devotee is hundred times 


greater than my appraisal. Service to my devotee is 
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hundred times greater than my service. It is hundred times 
greater to feed my devotee than to offer me fifty-six kinds 
of food. 
Garuda-Purana also says- 
Sidhirbhavati va neti sanshayo-achyuta sevinam 
Nih-sanshayastu tad-bhakta paricharya-ratatmanam 
It is doubtful whether one will get perfection by the 
service to Bhagavan but one definitely attains perfection by 
the service to devotees. 
Valmiki ji told Bhagavan- 
Ram bhagat priya lagahi jehi 
Tehi ur basahu sahit baidehi 


(R.C.M. Ayod.131) 
O Lord! Kindly reside in his heart who loves your 


devotees. 


How to remove dirt of sense objects? 

When our heart blossoms like lotus then Bhagavan will 
come. Now it is not a lotus as it is full of the dirt of sense 
objects. Uncontrolled senses bring forth the dirt of sense 
objects and establish them in antah-karan (conscience). 
The sense objects pollute one's conscience. This is said in 
SrimadBhagawatam. This stinking dirt that is stuck in our 
mind as desires, anger, greed, delusion and hatred cannot 
be removed by human endeavours as he doesn't have such 
powers. Then how will it be removed? Only by singing 
Bhagavan's name, form, pastimes will this be removed that 


is there for time immemorial. 
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pibanti ye bhagavata dtmanah satam 
kathamrtam sravana-putesu sambhrtam 
punanti te visaya-vidisitasayam 
vrajanti tac-carana-saroruhdantikam 
(SB 2.2.37) 
Sense objects pollute the heart. All the stool- 


urine(sexual intercourse) that we enjoy get accumulated in 
our heart as our samskara(mental impression). Therefore 
such people who enjoy stool-urine are called hog because 
hogs live in stool-urine. So, all pollution reside in mind and 
these are removed by just Bhagavan's pastimes and kirtan. 

Where will we find the nectar of Lord's pastimes and 
kirtan ? 

srnvatam sva-kathah krsnah punya-sravana-kirtanah 
hrdy antah stho hy abhadrani vidhunoti suhrt satam 
nasta-prayesv abhadresu nityam bhagavata-sevaya 


bhagavaty uttama-sloke bhaktir bhavati naisthiki 
(SB 1.2.17, 18) 
Go to places where devotees and saints live. There you 


will hear Krishna's pastimes and just reside there, serve and 
hear the pastimes faithfully. Without calling, Bhagavan will 
enter your heart very quickly through your ears. He will 
cleanse all the dirt sticking in the heart and when all dirt is 
removed then you will attain unflinching faith at Bhagavan 


's feet. 


‘Dharma’ is the only fruit of wealth 
What is the fruit of money? ‘Dharma’. 


dhanam ca dharmaika-phalam yato vai 
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jndnam sa-vijndnam anuprasanti 
erhesu yunjanti kalevarasya 
mrtyum na pasyanti duranta-viryam 
(SB 11.5.12) 
Dharma doesn't mean charity or pious deeds, it implies 


Bhagawat Dharma (service to Bhagavan and devotees). 

If someone tells that this is a childish act to invest all 
money in Bhagavan and his devotees. What will I attain by 
this? 

jnanam sa-vijndanam anuprasanti 

By this you will get knowledge, experiential knowledge 
and infinite peace. 

But what happens? People spend money wherever they 
are attached. If one is householder then ‘grhesu yufjanti' 
one invests in one's house-family, wife, son, etc. and if one 
is a saint then ‘kalevarasya' invests on one's own body or 
sense gratification. 

What is the result? 

That very money by taking form of death will eat away 
your life. Because money is neither yours nor mine. 

This is said in Bhagawatam- 


narthasya dharmaikdntasya kamo labhaya hi smrtah 
(SB 1.2.9) 
If one gets money then it is for Dharma, to serve 
Bhagavan and devotees. Wealth's goal is never to fulfil 
desires. 
It is said - Mind always desires. 
kamasya nendriya-pritir labho jiveta yavata 
(SB 1.2.10) 
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Desires must not be there to satisfy senses. Your share 
is simply to fulfil the necessities of life. 
Why is the world experiencing hell? 
yavad bhriyeta jatharam tavat svatvam hi dehinam 


adhikam yo 'bhimanyeta sa steno dandam arhati 
(SB 7.14.8) 
Your share is that which fills up the space in your 


stomach. One who desires more than this and hoards, he is 
a thief and will be punished. What punishment? 
Bhagavan Himself said- 
iha catmopatdpaya mrtasya narakdya ca 
(SB 11.23.15) 
That accumulated money will give anxiety till you are 
alive and after death will take you to hell. There is no doubt 


as Bhagavan Himself is saying this. 


Blasphemer is the Greatest Offender 

One who blasphems becomes so polite that he says, 
‘Brother! I'm saying so for your good.’ Blasphemer praises 
you so that you become happy and start listening 
blasphemy. By this you are completely destroyed. 
Blasphemer becomes very sweet and after becoming sweet 
gives poison of discrimination. To discriminate between 
devotees is the greatest offense. Blasphemer gives rise to 
discrimination that destroys everything- 

Sadhu ninda ati buri, bhuli karo jani koya 
koti janam ke sukrit ko, pal mein darai dhoya 
By denouncing devotees, the accumulated virtues from 


trillions of births get destroyed in a second. Just like a huge 
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petrol pump is destroyed by a mere matchstick. Similarly, 
one who blasphems a devotee, his all accumulated wealth is 
destroyed. 
Bhagwati Sati said - 
Sant sambhu sri pati apbada 
sunia jaha tah asi marjada 
Katia tasu jibh jo basai 


Sravan mudi na ta chalia parai 
(R.C.M.Bal. 64) 
If one is blaspheming then one must shut his ears and 


leave the place if one is helpless. Otherwise, one should cut 
the tongue so that one may not continue with this fire of 
offending through blasphemy. Because- 


Par ninda sam agh na garisa 
(R.C.M. Uttar.121) 
There is no offense greater than blaspheming others 


and thus rejoicing and favouring criticism. There was no 
and will not be a greater offense than this. 
That's why Kabir Das ji said- 
Kabira nindak na milai, papi milai hajar 
Ek nindak ke shish par kotin paap pahar 
On the head of a blasphemer reside trillion mountains 
of offenses and if you hear then you will get the weight of 
ten-twenty mountains. Therefore, a blasphemer is greater 


than thousands of offenders. 


Wealth is the Greatest Misfortune 


Wealth is considered as fortune but it is the greatest 


misfortune because there reside fifteen faults in money- 
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steyam himsanrtam dambhah kamah krodhah smayo madah 
bhedo vairam avisvasah samspardha vyasanani ca 
ete paticadasanartha hy artha-muld mata nrnam 
tasmad anartham arthakhyam sreyo-'rthi duratas tyajet 
(SB 11.23.18-19) 
1. Cheating- Wife hides money from husband, son 


from father, disciple from master, businessman from 
authorities. Therefore, money came and the first fault 
‘cheating’ came along. 

2. Violence- Money is not accumulated without 
violence. If some man is dying and we have money then we 
keep it accumulated but we cannot spend to help, this is 
violence. To ask for donation is violence. Kabirdas ji said- 

Bin mange so dudh sam, mange mile so pani 
Kabira so to rakt sam, jame khechatani 

To beg and bargain, the giver is saying that he will give 
ten rupees but we say that give fifty, this is bargain. 
Therefore, this is violence. 

3. Speaking lies- Money is not saved without telling 
lies. Every person tells lies due to money. 

4. Show-off- Rich people dress up sophisticatedly to 
show off that we belong to a great rich man. This is show- 
off. 

5. Desires- As soon as money is received, desires arise 
and people start manipulating where we must spend. 

6. Anger- Someone snatched away the money or tried 
to take it, then we feel angry. Also if money gets lost, we 


feel angry. 
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7. Conceit- One who possesses money, he becomes 
proud. When rich man gives donation then he throws 
away the money as if he himself is the father of the lord of 
money, Kuber. 

8. Intoxication- Just like cigarettes and alcohol cause 
intoxication, similarly, there is intoxication of wealth. It is 
difficult to give it up. 

9. Discrimination- There lies discrimination among 
everyone in every house. Brother separates from brother, 
son from his father, wife from her husband. The 
consciousness of mine and yours is discrimination. 

10. Enemity- Due to money people develop enemity 
among themselves. 

11. Distrust- No one may take away my money, one 
distrusts everyone and doubts everyone. 

12. Competition- Mind becomes competitive, every 
businessman competes with others and every politician 
competes with others. 

There are three things in 'vyasanani’- 

13. Drinking- When one has money then only one 
drinks alcohol. 

14. Gambling- One wastes money in gambling. 

15. Dissolute- One involves oneself in sensual pleasures 
due to money. 

Therefore, the root cause of these fifteen evils is money. 
No matter whether one is sadhu-saint, or householder, or 
intellectual, if there is money then there exist these fifteen 


evils. Money is called fortune but is the greatest 
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misfortune. People become enemical just for few coins, kill 
each other, disciple kills master, son kills father just for few 
coins. 
Great saints have said this- 
paisa papi sadhu ko parasi lagavai pap 
bimukh karai guru ishta te upjavai santap 
upjavai santap gyan vairagya bigare 
kam krodh mad lobha moh matsar singarai 
sab drohini main sire bakta drohi nahi aisa 
bhagvat rasik ananya bhul jin parso paisa 
By touching money, one commits sin. Wealth 
dissociates one from master and prime deity. It destroys 
devotion, knowledge and renunciation. No one can do 
welfare with money. Money sticks, that is, one develops 
attachment with it. When money comes then one starts 
accumulating in bank. While it is true that accumulation is 
the greatest cause of suffering. 
parigraho hi duhkhaya yad yat priyatamam nrnam 
anantam sukham apnoti tad vidvan yas tv akificanah 


(SB 11.9.1) 
Accumulation is the greatest suffering even then people 


love accumulation too much. One must not accumulate 
money even for religiosity. Bhagavan does everything on 
His own. There is a saying, ‘Lord flies away the flies of the 
blind’. Have faith in Bhagavan because He fulfils all the 


necessities. 
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Bhagavan nourishes one who takes refuge 

It is said in Shrutis (vedas)- 

matri devo bhava- pitri devo bhava- acharya devo bhava 

Mother is a form of Lord, father and master are also 

forms of Lord. Elsewhere, the Vedas say- 
‘yadhareva virjeta tadhareva pravrajeta' 

At the time when your mind gets detached from 
worldly relations and you develop renunciation then at 
that very moment one must abandon house-family and 
take the renounce order of life. There is no boundation of 
age when your mind leaves attachment that very moment 
leave the house. 

On one side Vedas say that mother-father, master are 
all godly and that very Veda says that if your attachment is 
not there then abandon everything. Why do Vedas seem 
contradictory in their statement? What is the solution? 
When the voice of Veda is in itself the voice of Brahma 
then Bhagavan Himself solves this in Bhagawad-Gita- 

sarva-dharman parityajya mdm ekam saranam vraja 
aham tvam sarva-padpebhyo moksayisyami ma Sucah 

(BG 18.66) 
This is the essence of Gita. Bhagavan  spoke- 


Sarvadharma meaning duties to father, mother, husband, 
etc., abandon all of them and just surrender onto Me. I 
shall free you off the offense made due to leaving your 


prescribed duties. Definitely one commits offense for the 
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father is ill, mother is alone and under such conditions we 
left them but Lord Himself destroys all such offenses. 

Therefore, leave everything for Bhagavan. Abandon the 
attachment in body and house and go in His shelter. Don't 
worry about family's maintenance. One who truthfully 
takes shelter of Bhagavan, He Himself takes care of his 
family. 

Pranat kutumb pal Raghurai 


(R.C.M.Ayo. 208) 
Otherwise people earn and die but are not able to fulfil 


the neccessities because there they work with ego. That 
Bhagavan who gives food and water to sinners, culprits, 
thieves, will He not take care of your family if you go in His 
shelter ? 

Bhojanac-chadane chintam vritha kurvanti vaisnavah 
yo-aso visvambharo devah sa kim bhaktanupekshate 
Therefore, after taking Bhagavan's shelter one must not 

think that what will happen to my family? One who is in 
Bhagavan's shelter must not accumulate for his own 


maintenance. 


Easy way to meet Bhagavan- Satsang 
Only the association with devotees is the truthful way to 
meet Bhagavan. 
sat-sangena hi daiteya yatudhana mrgah 
khagahgandharvapsaraso nagah siddhas carana-guhyakah 
(SB 11.12.3) 
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It is by the association of devotees that daityas, demons, 
deers, birds-beasts, gandharva-apasaras etc. attained 
Bhagavan. 
Mati keerati gati bhuti bhalaai 
Jab jehi jatan jahan jehi paayi 
So jaanab satsang prabhaau 


Lokahu beda na aan upaau 
(R.C.M. Bal.3) 
Till today whatever one has received whether position, 


intellect, fame or anything else, has got due to the 
association of devotees. There is no other way to obtain 
these things except satsang either in this world or in vedas. 
That's why Shiv ji says- 
Girija sant samagam sam na laabh kachu aan 


Binu hari kripa na hoi so gaavahi beda puraan 
(R.C.M. Uttar.125) 
O Parvati! There is no benefit as one gets by the 


forgathering of devotees, neither was there nor will it ever 
be. But without Bhagavan's mercy one doesn't get 
association of devotees and without that one doesn't get 
devotion. 
Bhagavan Ram said- 
Bhagati taat anupam sukh mulaa 
Milai jo sant hoi anukulaa 
(R.C.M. Aran. 16) 
Bhakti sutantra sakal sukh khani 
Binu satsang na paavahi praani 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 45) 
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Devotion gives immense pleasure but it is attained only 
when one gets the favour of favourable saint. 
Sab kar phal hari bhagati suhaai 
So binu sant na kahu paai 
As bichaari joi kar satsangaa 


Ram bhagati tehi sulabh bihangaa 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 120) 
Lord's devotion is the result of all the processes but is 


not attained without the association of devotees. That's 
why those who associate with devotees, for them it is very 
easily attainable. 

People told Mirabai that you must abandon the 
association of devotees otherwise you will get killed. She 
said that it is far better to drink venom and die but | will 
not abandon the association of devotees. One must have 


such attraction and love for devotees. 


Sacrifice (yajna) of control 
Understand that leaving sense objects is a great 
austerity. Not only austerity, it is a great sacrifice. 
Bhagavan said in Gita that one can perform sacrifice 
moving around here and there. There is no need of 
sacrifice material and other offerings. Sacrifice of control 
can be performed moving around. While lying on the bed, 
it can be done. Bhagavan said- 
Srotrddinindriydny anye sarnyamadgnisu juhvati 
Sabdadin visayan anya indriyagnisu juhvati 
(BG 4.26) 
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Sacrifice is done by just controlling one's senses. One 
can perform sacrifice with any sense as eyes, ears, mouth, 
legs, hands, etc. If you do not hear people talking about 
mundane things or worldly matters, criticising or talking 
about sense gratification then you perform sacrifice with 
ear. But we listen those things, see them, take interest and 
become a partner to the sin. Eyes are there watching others 
with adulterated motives. Male is watching woman or 
woman seeing man, again and again the eyes go there; 
simply control your eyes, sacrifice is performed. Went to 
eat, food is adulterated, didn't eat, sacrifice is done or one 

ate more than required then you commit sin. 

apare niyataharah prandn pranesu juhvati 
sarve py ete yajria-vido yajna-ksapita-kalmasah 

(BG 4.30) 
That food is sacrifice which is consumed to maintain 


the life force. In this way one can perform sacrifice walking 
around. If one is going somewhere- due to desires then 
going there becomes sinful. Surdasji said- 
Kaayaa hari kai kaam na aayi 
Bhaav-bhakti jahn hari-jas suniyat, tahaa jaat alsaai 
Lobhaatur havai kaam manorath, tahaan sunat uthi dhaai 

Greed exists for sense gratification or for sensual 
objects, greed exists that one will get money there, one will 
get sexual gratification there, therefore one runs. Then that 
is sin commited through legs. Senses going towards the 
world then one commits sin, if controlled then sacrifice is 


done. 
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Greatest Ignorance- To Think High of Oneself 

The creation is unlimited. Such suns are there that 
infront of them this sun is equal to a blade of grass. This 
tells us that the creation is unlimited. Just like particles of 
earth, Sun is smaller than this then how small are we, we 
cannot even imagine. 

But it is surprising that within this unlimited creation 
every man thinks his existence, some understand that I am 
learned; some say that I'm renunciate; some say that I'm 
rich but the reality is that we are nothing. To think high of 
oneself is the greatest ignorance. What is knowledge? 
‘Amanitvam' thinking oneself to be nothing, this is the 
greatest knowledge. If one thinks oneself to be something 
that I'm educated, learned, intellectual, worshipable, 
devotee, lover and so on then this is mere foolishness. This 
is the greatest ignorance. In Bhagwat Gita, Bhagavan 
identified ‘'amanitvam' to be the first point within the 
twenty points of knowledge. But who is there today who 
doesn't consider oneself to be something. Everyone 
considers oneself to be something and therefore starts 
showing off that I'm smart, educated-literate, renunciate 
and after this knowledge, duplicity arises. Who is there 
who doesn't show off in this world? 

Caitanya Mahaprabhu said that it is wrong to think 
oneself to be saint or renunciate, ‘no vanastho yatir va’, to 
think oneself to be anything is wrong. Then what should 


one think oneself to be? 
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'Gopibhartuh padakamalayor-das-dasanudasah’. 
Think yoursef to be smaller than the smallest, servant of 


the servant. This is true devotion. 


First step of Pure Devotion ‘Faith’ 
Without faith no process gives fruits- no charity, no 
austerity, no association of devotees, and no study of any 
devotional literature. This is written in Ramayana- 
Je shraddha sambal rahit nahi santanha kar saath 


Tinha kahu manas agam ati jinhahi na priya raghunaath 
(R.C.M. Bal.38) 
People worship a lot but if faith is not there then even if 


you worship throughout your life, it will not give result. 

Bhagavan told this in Gita- 

asraddhaya hutam dattam tapas taptami krtami ca yat 
asad ity ucyate partha na ca tat pretya no iha 
(BG 17.28) 

Without faith sacrifice, donation, austerity or any other 
pious activity performed becomes fruitless and dead. 
Neither one gets results in this world nor in the next. 
Therefore, the first step is ‘Faith’. 


Anger of Devotees is Also Blessing 
In the tenth chapter of tenth canto of Bhagawatam, the 
story of 'Yamlarjuna’s liberation’ comes. They were sons to 
Kuber in their past lives. Their names were Nalkuber and 
Manigriva. They were great sense enjoyers. One day, 
intoxicated with alcohol, they were wandering naked with 


celestial nymphs. When Narad ji passed then also they 
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remained naked, no shame, no consideration. Narad ji 
showed mercy and cursed them to become matter, become 
trees. Hence, they became trees in Brajbhumi and they 
attained Bhagavan simply by Narad jis curse who is 
otherwise not attained even after worship for billions of 
lifetime. That which is not attained after billions of years of 
austerities is simply got by the anger of Bhagavan’'s 
devotee. Therefore, one should always have faith in 
devotees of Bhagavan. Even after seeing his anger and 
violence, one must always honour and have faith in lord’s 
devotee. 

ye brahmanan mayi dhiya ksipato 'rcayantas- 

tusyad-dhrdah smita-sudhoksita-padma-vaktrah 
vanyanuraga-kalayatmajavad grnantah 
sambodhayanty aham ivaham upahrtas taih 


(SB 3.16.11) 
Devotee may abuse, may beat then also one must 


worship him. Worship him when he is beating you. Even 
though this is difficult but if one does this then one wins 
Bhagavan. This is the easiest way to win over Bhagavan. 
Even if devotees become angry then also worship them. 
This is done by Bhagavan personally. 

Once Bhrigu Rishi went to Vaikuntha. That time 
Bhagavan was lying down and Lakshmi ji was pressing His 
feet. Bhrigu ji went and kicked at the chest of Bhagavan. 
Bhagavan opened his eyes and after getting up he caught 
Bhrigu's feet and said- 
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Ativa komalau tat caranau te mahamune 


iti-uttava vipracaranau mardayan sven panina 
(SB 10.89.10) 
‘O saint! Your feet are very soft and my chest is very 


hard. You must have felt pain. Did your legs get hurt? | 
didn't know that you were coming. You rightly kicked my 
chest. I should have honoured you, this was my mistake. 
You did the right thing.’ 

Had we been there at this place and had someone 
kicked us then we must have atleast asked why did you 
kick and in fact we must have taken revenge. But Bhagavan 
said, ‘I practice what I say and you must also do the same. 
If humans become like this then they will win Bhagavan. 
However, it is very difficult to see Bhagavan in one who 
beats. But if you are able to do this then you will command 
over Bhagavan. Some devotee is becoming angry and is 
dishonouring us, abusing us then also we must worship 
them and worship from the heart with full satisfaction. Not 
that we worship at the face but inside keep the mood of 
revenge. 

Be satisfied and worship devotees. Just like Bhagavan 
said to bhriguji that you did the right thing by kicking me. 
Beating is alright but I beseech forgiveness for the trouble 
that I gave you. Just like a son who passes stool in the lap of 
mother then mother doesn't beat him but smiles and cleans 
away the stool and becomes delighted. Or son tries to 
pacify and please mother-father if they become unhappy. 
One should behave like this with such devotees and should 
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speak words tainted with love. It is very difficult to become 
alike. There should be no sadness on the face, just smile. If 
someone is kicking, simply smile. With that nectar of smile 
your face will blossom like a lotus. This is called devotion 
and when one performs this with emotions then definitely 


human wins over Bhagavan. 


Cause of Fear- Attachment in Body and House 

Vidurji told Dhritrashtra- 

gata-svartham imam deham virakto mukta- 
bandhanahavijnata-gatir jahyat sa vai dhira udahrtah 
(SB 1.13.25) 

‘Brother! Leave your body at the place where there is no 
one to offer water. Offering medicines, etc. is far off, no 
one should come to know where did you die, such a person 
is called ‘dheera’. 

We think that who will serve us at the time of death? 
We do not hold the shelter of Bhagavan, we catch the 
support of humans. Therefore, neither do we have true 
renunciation nor true devotion, nor knowledge, nothing. 
When Parikshit left his body then he had become 
completely detached, had become Bhagavan like. When 
Takshak came to bite him then before that Parikshit was 
fixed in Brahma. Parikshit was cursed by the son of Shamik 
Rishi, Shringi Rishi. When he heard that on the seventh 
day Takshak will come and bite him, then he said- 

Sa sadhu mene na chirena takshaka 
Analam prasaktasya virakti karanam 


(SB 1.19.4) 
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‘O! This is not a curse, this is a boon. It is great fortune 
that I got this curse because I was a king and possessed 
huge kingdom, had wife, four sons, all capable and I was 
deeply attached to them.' Rishi blessed me with the curse 
and now the attachment in house will go, otherwise | 
would have died there.’ I would have married the four sons 
and then their kids; the space of attachment would have 
enlarged. Now this curse will cause detachment, otherwise 
I didn't have even come to know of death. 

Therefore, he praised the curse but people like us would 
have died listening that Takshak is going to bite us. But 
Parikshit honoured that curse. To feel the mercy of the 
Lord every moment is the prime feature of being a Sadhu. 
Parikshit quickly abandoned his kingdom and went to 
Haridwar near Ganges. He showed by his example that 
why to fear death? It is wrong to fear. Why does one fear? 
Because one has attachment in the world. Naradji told that 
these attachments are the cause of fear of death- 

yathaihikamusmika-kama-lampatah 
sutesu daresu dhanesu cintayan 
Sanketa vidvan kukalevaratyayad 


yas tasya yatnah srama eva kevalam 
(SB 5.19.14) 
Our bhajan is a labour because we are attached to body 


and worldly sense gratification. Our hermitage, our money, 
our wife, our children, till the attachments of this world 
and the higher planets remain that after death we will not 


go to hell, our bhajan remains a labour. There are two 
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kinds of attachment, aihik and aamushmik, one of life and 
the other of higher next birth and we are entangled in 
these. We worry, what will happen to my son? What will 
our parents eat? What will my wife eat? What will happen 
to the accumulated wealth? What will happen to the 
house-home, property and land that we created? We waste 
this priceless life in this thought. Therefore, we fear death 
and we doubt. Therefore, take Bhagavdan's shelter for one 
day one has to die, then why do you take support of son 
and daughter. If someone tells that our attachment doesn't 
lie in family but the attachment lies in this body that I may 
not die. Shelter is not of Bhagavan therefore one fears. 
Therefore, Parikshit ji thought that now I have nothing 
to worry about myself, not about wife, not about children. 
Now, I have to think how to sing the glories of the Lord? 
Therefore, he said let Takshak bite me. Just sing 
Bhagavan's glory and said 'mrityubhyo na vibhemyaham' 
that I do not fear death. Sukhdevaji said, “O King! Do not 
doubt that Takshak will bite and I will die. Now, death 
cannot touch you. You have become the death of death- 
mrtyavo nopadhaksyanti mrtyinadm mrtyum isvaram 
(SB 12.5.10) 
People like us are doubtful because we are attached to 


bodies and due to our bodily attachment, we are attached 
to wife, son-daughter, money and property. Great saints 
have told that male climbs woman for two minutes but 
female is always riding on the chest and mind of a male. 


His attachment is maintained for twenty four hours. We 
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accumulated wealth but it will not go with us. Money will 
lie there but the attachment in money always remains. It is 


never reduced, we die but it is not reduced. 


Greatest Benediction is to get Association of Devotees 
Dhruv ji asked Bhagavan- 
bhaktim muhuh pravahatam tvayi me prasango 
bhiydd ananta mahatam amalasayanam 
yenanjasolbanam uru-vyasanam bhavabdhim 


nesye bhavad-guna-kathamrta-pdna-mattah 
(SB 4.9.11) 
Oh Lord! I may get association of devotees. Which 


devotees? Those whose wave of devotion is continuously 
flowing towards you. What will I get by their association ? | 
will easily cross this dangerous ocean of material world 
with their association without any effort. Will that devotee 
carry you on his shoulder? No, the pastimes and the glories 
that they sing all the time, I will cross this ocean simply by 
listening to those. 

That's why Yamunacharyaji said- 

Tav dasyasukhaiksanginam bhavnesvstvapi-kitjanm me 

itravasathesu masmabhudapi me janm caturmukhatmana 

Oh Bhagavan! I do not like to become Brahma. I may 
become small insect in the house of a devotee, that is better 
because even after becoming Brahma I will not be able to 
free myself of illusion. 

It is said in Gita- 

a-brahma-bhuvanal lokah punar davartino ’rjuna 


mam upetya tu kaunteya punar janma na vidyate 
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Illusionary energies work up till Brahmaloka. After the 
stipulated time, one has to come down. By becoming insect 
in the house of a devotee, one will always get to hear the 
pastimes and glories of Bhagavan and sooner or later, by 
listening the holy names, I will attain the topmost welfare. 
Acharyas think that deep therefore he said, ‘I desire to 


become insect but don't desire any position.’ 


Opposition Highlights the Greatness of Devotees 

People oppose devotees. Till date all the true devotees 
had to face opposition. In Bhakta-mal, it is mentioned that 
Bhagavan knowingly gives birth to opponents. An example 
is the story of Bhakt Raidas ji. Raidas ji used to lovingly 
worship the Lord. Bhagavan himself inspired the hearts of 
the Brahmins to oppose the worship of Raidas. 'Preri diye 
hridai jaay dvijani' why do Bhagavan do this? Because it is 
by opposition that the greatness of devotees is highlighted. 
Why is there such glories of Prahlad Maharaj? Because he 
faced such great oppositions that he was burnt in fire, 
immersed in ocean, biten by snakes, trampled down by 
elephants and many other tortures were given but the 
greater he was opposed, the greater his glories became. In a 
similar way, among the devotees of kaliyug, the glories of 
Kabir, Mira and others is there because they were greatly 
opposed. This is a time invariant rule. That's why 
Vivekanand ji said that one who is opposed greatly, 
understand that he is a great devotee. 


Opposition is sure way to success. 
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In Bhakt-Mal, Priyadas ji alsi says this- 
Jite pratikul main to maane anukul yaate 


Santani prabhaav mani kothari ki tari hai 
(B.M.K. 265) 
All those who oppose devotees, I do not consider them 


opponents instead they are great supporters because it is 
due to their opposition that the greatness of devotees is 
highlighted. Opponents are the key to the precious gems 
like glories of devotees. It is only when opponents oppose 
then the greatness is highlighted and devotion spreads. 

Therefore if there is no opposition then he is not a 
devotee. Opposition implies that Bhagavdn wants to 
expose the gems lying closed in dark penthouses. Bhagavan 
exposes the devotion lying hidden in the hearts of devotees. 
If opponents do not oppose then the qualities of a devotee 
will never be known. That's why Bhagavan Himself plans 
the opposition of devotees. 

But such oppositions have no effect on devotees. Their 
minds never think of revenge. By this, their gentleness is 
highlighted. Someone is abusing, saying wrong things but 
devotees keep smiling. Then only his gentle attitude is 
highlighted. Otherwise, everyone is pleased through 
honour and respect. 

True devotee is one who smiles while witnessing 
opposition. 

Khudan to dharti sahai, kut kaat vanraay 


Kutil bachan sadhu sahai, aur se sahyo na jaay 
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Qualities of Saint and Non-Saints 


Goswami Tulsidas ji was an incarnation of Valmiki ji. 
Mahadeva ji placed the Ramayana written by him over and 
above the Vedas and Puranas. In the temple of Vishwanath 
Ji, all the literatures were placed but Mahadeva Ji placed 
Ramayana written by Tulsidas above all other texts. This 
story is found in Bhaktamal. This was done by him because 
all the principles contained in the Ramayan of Tulsidas are 
certainly welfare oriented and capable of giving devotion. 
He has sung the meaning of Ramayana in more than 
twenty verses of Uttarkand. At last, in the 121° verse of 
Uttarkand he says that in this world the greatest happiness 
is to attain the association of a devotee. 

Sant milan sam sukh jag naahi' 

Which devotee? Red clothes or the yellow clothes one? 
No, such devotee who is always engaged in welfare. One 
who always suffer for the welfare of others is called a saint. 

Par upkar bachan man kaayaa 
Sant sahaj subhaau khagraayaa 
Sant sahahi dukh parhit laagi 
Pardukh hetu asant abhaagi 

For example, in old times there was no paper then the 
bark skin of Bhoja-tree was used for writing texts. People 
used to take out the bark skin of that tree. Bark skin is a 
part of the tree and trees are living entities. While taking 


out the skin they must be hurt. 
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Bhurja taru sam sant kripala 
Parhit niti sah bipati bisala 
Similarly Sadhu is like the Bhoja-tree. He gives away the 
skin of his body for the welfare of others. That is called a 
saint. 
Who is wicked? 
khal binu swarath par upkari 
ahi mushak iv sunu urgari 
One who is the cause of suffering to others. The whole 
life of a wicked person is wasted in giving troubles to 
others. To give troubles to others and to destroy their 
esteem is what they do. In doing so, they do not attain 
anything. Wherever the mouse resides, he will cut away 
clothes. Except harm, he does nothing. Wicked people are 
like snowflakes. As soon as the snowflakes fall, they melt 
away but destroy the farming. Similarly, the wicked are 
themselves destroyed but in the process they destroy fifty 


or hundreds of others. 


No Devotion without Association of Devotees 

Every human being must understand that Bhagavan's 
devotion, bhajan is the essence and welfare lies in this 
alone. One must not argue in vain. Just pray that by 
Bhagavan's mercy we attain the association of devotees. 
Understanding this much is sufficient. Bhagavan Shankar 
said- 

Girija sant samaagam sam na laabh kachu aan 


Binu hari kripaa na hoi so gaavahi beda puraan 
(R.C.M. Uttar.125)

“O Parvati! There is no greater welfare than the 
association of devotees. If someone attains association of 
devotees then understand that he attained the mercy of 
Bhagavan. It is written in Vedas and Puranas also.” 
Therefore, one must understand that even if one doesn't 
get Bhagavan that's alright. If one gets the association of 
devotees then it is higher than meeting Bhagavan. This is 
said by Tulsidas himself that it is his firm belief that 
devotees are greater than Bhagavan- 

More man prabhu as bisvasa 


Ram te adhik Ram kar dasa 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 120) 
Simply associate with them giving up argumentative 


mind. Sing the glories of Bhagavan and simply love Him. 
Because there is no devotion without the association of 
saints. 
Ram sindhu ghan sajjan dhira 
Chandan taru hari sant samiraa 
Sab kar phal hari bhagati suhaai 


So binu sant na kahu paai 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 120) 
Just like unlimted water exists in ocean but it is not 


available to everyone because it is far off and even if availed 
then sea water is salty. It is of no use to anyone. But that 
very water becomes useful to everyone when clouds 
shower them as rain. 

Bhagavan is like ocean and devotees are like clouds. 


They first turn the salty waters into drinkable and then 
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give. Which water is drinkable? It is Bhagavdan’'s 
sweetness(madhurya), that is, Bhagavan's sweet pastimes. 
What is salty water? Knowledge is unlimited and 
Bhagavan's opulence is unlimited. From that saints extract 
the butter like amazing pastimes of Bhagavan and give like 
clouds. 

Second analogy is given- 

‘Chandan taru hari sant samira' 

The trees of sandalwood lie in the mountains of Malay. 
If you go there then snakes that encircle the trees will bite 
you. Not everyone can go there. Even if you reach, there is 
the danger of snakes. When air carries the fragrance of that 
sandalwood then neither it has poison nor snakes. No 
danger. Saints are like air. What are snakes? Illusion is 
snake. Without association of devotees one gets confused 
in the pastimes of Bhagavan. Brahma, Sati and Garuda all 
became confused with the pastimes. Simply associate with 
devotees who are engaged in singing the pastimes of 
Bhagavan without doubts and illusion. Simply smell the air 
of the sandalwood that is associated with them and pure 


devotion will be automatically obtained.

O Kishori Radharani! Please show mercy on me. There 
is no one more humble and poor than me. Therefore you 
by your natural kind behaviour please shower a little mercy 
on me.

Visham vishaya vish jvala mal mein, vividha taap tapani ju jaro

Kabahu to karuna karogi Syama, yahi aas te dvar paryo
